It having pleased the Almighty disposer of events to remove our 
brother Conrad Jeger during the past year, it was 
Resolved: That the Ministerium deeply regrets the departure of 
our worthy brother. 
The Colloquium now took place with the gentlemen before men- 
tioned and resulted to the satisfaction of the Ministerium—lIt was 
Resolved: That Pastors Stehlin, Peixoto, Bernheim and Weber be 
received as members of the Ministerium and that a regular certi- 
ficate be furnished them as a proof of their reception. | 


The committee of examination reported: that they had examined 


Messrs. Hesbert, Fuchs, Sahm and Becker in Hebrew and Greek, 
Dogmatics, Ethics, Exegesis, Church History and Pastoral Theology 
and recommend them for license as Candidates. 
Resolved: That the report be accepted, and the officers of the Min- 
isterium be authorized to licensure them as Candidates. 
Prayer by Mr. Lochmann terminated the session.

C. P. Miller commenced with prayer. 


The Pastors who had been appointed to examine the sermons and ———— 


journals of the Candidates reported favourably, and it was 

Resolved: That the Candidates of the Ministerium be ordained this 
evening in the presence of the congregation, viz :—Messrs. 
Schuetz. J. Herpel, M. Herpel and Finkel. 

Resolved: That Messrs. Demme, J. Miller and Krauth be a com- 
mittee to take into consideration-and report to the next Synod 
the propriety, or the contrary, of retaining the grades of ministe- 
rial office which have heretofore existed among us. 


Resolved: That Pastor Schindel’s request in regard to the licensure 
of his Son be granted on the condition of his appearing before the 
President and being found worthy of it by him. 

Pastor Dietsch was disposed of as follows— 

Resolved: That we will continue to regard him as we did during 
the past year, viz: as a friend for the purpose of becoming better 
acquainted with him. 

The President appointed as an examining committee for the next 
session of the Synod—Messrs. J. Miller, Hecht, Demme, Uhlhorn, 
and Krauth. 

The business having come to a close, the brethern united in sing- 
ing, and the President addressed in an appropriate manner the throne 
of grace. 

In the evening the Ministers and People again met. Mr. Hesbert 
preached on John xvi. 1.; the ordination by the officers of the gentle- 


men mentioned above followed, and subsequently the licensure of the 


Candidates after an exposition of their duties by the President.— 
Finally Dr. Geissenhainer returned the thanks of the Synod to the 
inhabitants of Pottsgrove and its vicinity for their kind reception and 
treatment of the brethern—and dismissed with the blessing of the 
Lord the congregated multitude.
